Serious crimes increased 13 percent 
in March, a report to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has revealed. 
Serious crimes as defined by the 
FBI include murder, rape, robbery, 
assault, burglary, theft and auto theft. 
There were no murders, rapes or 
robberies reported in March although 
15 assaults occurred, ll of them 
aggravated. 
Serious crimes have also risen 
about IO percent compared to March 
of 1976. Arrest activity has also in­ 
creased compared to last year. 
The 161 arrests in March is a 36 
percent increase over the same period 
of 1976. Arrests are down 13 percent,

however, compared to February. 
The most significant increase in 
crime occurred in the theft category 
with 118 reported in March compared 
to99 in February. Two auto thefts and 
55 burglaries were also reported in 
March. 
Sixteen percent of the crimes 
reported to police were cleared, ac­ 
cording to the report.

Property valued at $82,517 was 
reported missing while items valued 
at $2,999 were recovered. Among the 
stolen items were $4,549 in money 
($500 recovered), $2,375 in jewelry 
($525 recovered), $1,191 in clothing, 
$1,978 in vehicles, $980 in office 
equipment ($100 recovered), $15,510 in 
televisions, radios and stereos ($90 
recovered), $3,248 in guns, $3,703 in 
household goods ($150*recovered), $26 
in consumable goods (20 recovered) 
and $48,957 miscellaneous ($1,614 
recovered).

burglaries occurred in homes with 54 


percent of those requiring no force to 
enter. About 43 percent of the offenses 
occurred during the day. 
The largest category of theft was 46 
offenses from motor vehicles. Other

parts and accessories, ll; bicycles, 
nine; shoplifting, eight; from coin 
operated machines, four; and from 
buildings, three. 
Thirty-two juveniles were arrested 
with five handled within the depart­ 
ment and released to their parents 
and six referred to juvenile court or 
the probation officer. 
Those arrested including seven for 
burglary, four for possession of 
marijuana, one for driving while 
intoxicated, three for violation of 
curfew and 17 for all other offenses.

County Cancer Deaths 
Gain Awards 
Averaging 21 Yearly 


A bill which would greatly increase 
the services which can be offered at 
the County Government Center in 
Plano was successfully passed by the 
Texas House of Representatives this 
week. 
According to State Representative 
Bob Hendricks of McKinney, HB 624 
amends Vernon’s Texas Civil Statutes 
and allows Texas cities the size of 
Plano to construct and equip a 
criminal justice center. 
“HB 624 will greatly assist not only 
Collin County and Plano, but other 
Texas counties and cities that find 
themselves faced with the tremen­ 
dous growth we have in our area,” 
Hendricks commented. “Being only 


minutes away from 
metropolitan 
Dallas has not been easy on our law 
enforcement officers. We need to give 
them all the help we can,” he added. 


Hendricks’ bill would allow the 
County Government Center to offer 
virtually all services which are 
available at the courthouse in 
McKinney—including the possible 
setting up of a district courtroom. 
The measure had the strong support 
of both Plano and Collin County of­ 
ficials, and according to Hendricks, 
he has been assured of quick action in 
the State Senate by Sen. Peyton 
McKmght of Tyler, who represents 
Collin County. 


In Contests 
Hearing Scheduled 
For Zoning Change 


The recent move to ban saccharin 
and the designation of April as Cancer 
Control Month have drawn special 
attention in Collin County to the in­ 
cidence of cancer in the local area and 
to the progress being made in coping 
with it. 
Figures compiled by the U.S. Public 
Health Service shed some light on the 
size of the problem locally and how it 
compares with the situation in other 
communities. 
The tentative ruling on saccharin, 
handed down by the Food and Drug 
Administration, was based upon tests 
showing that it caused cancer in some 
animals. The FDA was obliged as a 
result, under its mandate, to call for a 
ban on its use in food and beverages. 
Based upon the Government’s last 


three annual reports, the number of 
deaths of Collin County residents, 
attributed to various forms of cancer, 
has been averaging 91 per year, with 
21 of them due to lung cancer and six 
to breast cancer. 
The figures relate to the local 
population only. Deaths of non­ 
residents in the area are not included. 
The overall cancer mortality has 
been somewhat lower, locally, than in 
most parts of the country. Its average 
annual rate has been 123 deaths per 
100,000 population. 
Throughout the United States as a 
whole, by way of comparison, the rate 
was 170 per 100,000. It was 143 in the 
State of Texas. 
As in other parts of the country, 
cancer was second only to heart 


disease As the principal cause of death 
in the area. 
Although there has been a steady 
year-by-year increase in cancer 
deaths in the United States, it is at­ 
tributed by the experts to the fact that 
the population lias been growing. 
However, 
according 
to 
the 
American Cancer Society, more 
people are being cured than ever 
before and more lives are being ex­ 
tended, as a result. 
The survival rate has been in­ 
creased substantially, due in great 
measure to better diagnosis, made 
possible by new X-ray machines that 
can take sharp pictures of soft tissues. 
Lung cancer remains a major 
problem, however. Its death rate has 
been zooming upward.

A highlight of today’s open house at the Police and Courts Bldg., 909 14th, 
is expected to be the video taping system which recently attracted in­ 
ternational attention. 
The result of a Collin County grant, the system has been featured by a 
major network, discussed by commentator Paul Harvey and queried by 
police and media in England, Canada and the U.S. 
Although video tapes have been used by many departments for various 
purposes, a recent driving while intoxicated case apparently was the first 
time that a tape had ever been accepted in court as evidence. 
Police Chief Duane Kinsey credits a conversation last June with District 
Judge Tom Ryan, Court at Law Judge Bill Jouette and District Attorney 
Tom O’Connell for the program’s implementation. 
“It is this type of progressive attitude by our courts and prosecutors that 
enable police departments to do a better job protecting their citizens,” 
Kensey stressed. 
When the suspect is brought to the station, an officer escorts him to the 
booking room and asks him to sit down. The camera is mounted to capture 
the movements and dialogue between the officer and the suspect. 
“Using this system keeps our officers out of court," noted Sgt. Tommy 
Ashlyey. "The tape is an open record accessible through the district at­ 
torney’s office and af ta- viewing the tape the suspect will not normally 
contest the case. Only two people have pled quilty after seeing the tape, and 
both have been convicted." 
Chief Kinsey believes the video record is the "best possible evidence" to 
present to a judge or jury because it shows them exactly what the officer 
saw at the time of the arrest. 
Officers will be at the station today between noon and 5 p.m. to answer 
questions about the taping system and other features of the modern building.

Congressman Jim Collins 
of the Texas Third District 
has announced that he has 
been appointed to the House 
Ad-Hoc Energy Committee. 
The House Committee, 
created to review President 
Carter’s Energy Program, 
will be charged with the final

P r e s i d e n t ’s 
e n e r g y 
proposals. 
“Despite the President’s 
good intentions, there are 
many inequities in the 
program,” Collins said. “I 
am particularly concerned 
with President Carter’s 
emphasis on taxation. 
“Taxes and rebates are 
simply not the answer to our 
energy crisis,” he contirfued. 
“We must encourage our oil 
and gas companies to ex­ 
pand 
through 
a 
free 
u nregulated 
market. 


I n c r e a s e d 
d o m e s t i c 
production is the ultimate 
goal, and decontrol of oil and 
gas is the only means to that 
end.” 
“The oil companies want 
to produce more oil,” Collins 
went on to say. “President 
Carter’s 
well-head 
tax, 
however, will make in­ 
creased 
production 
an 
economic impossibility. 
“ Today’s controls limit 
prices to only $5.25 on Texas 
old 
oil,” 
he 
revealed. 
“America pays $14 dollars a 
barrel for OPEC Arab oil, 
and since 1970 imports have 
risen from 23 percent to 60 
percent. 
“During his campaign for 
the Presidency, Mr. Carter 
promised that if elected he 
would work with Congress to 
deregulate oil and natural 
gas. It was on that promise 


that Mr. Carter won Texas 
and Louisiana whose elec­ 
toral votes provided his 
victory margin in Novem­ 
ber,” Collins added. 
Noting that the original 
intent of price controls was 
to keep energy costs to the 
consumer at a minimum, 
Collins pointed out that 
President Carter’s proposed 
series of taxes would raise 
consumer costs, but would 
not increase production of oil 
and gas, which provide 75 
percent of our energy needs. 
“ The 
House 
Ad-Hoc 
Energy Committee could 
solve the oil and gas short­ 
age. Taxation is not the 
solution, however. Only by 
encouraging domestic oil 
production can our nation 
ever hope to realize energy 
self-sufficiency,” Collins 
concluded.

Vaginal Infections 


Vaginal infections are a type of 
urinary tract infections that occur 
in about 1-3 of all adult women. 
There are many reasons for this 
ranging all the way from using 
perfumed deodorant sprays to the 
overuse of douches. 
Normally the vaginal secretions 
are acidic in nature and this helps 
to 
control 
most 
offending 
organism. Also there is a certain 
bacteria that normally inhabits the 
vagina that helps maintain the 
vaginal acidity thereby inhibiting 
the growth of foreign organisms. 
When these bacteria are killed off 
by feminine hygiene products or in 
some cases by the taking of an­ 
tibiotics a vaginal infection can 
occur. 
There 
are 
three 
different 
organisms that cause 95 percent of 
most vaginal infections. These may 
be either trichomonal, fungal/ or 
bacterial and are fairly easy to 
treat unless the person forgets to 
use 
the 
medicine 
that 
was 
prescribed. 
While each type may need a 
different 
drug 
there 
are 
some 
general procedures that apply to all 
three types. 
First is during the course of 
treatment 
the 
patient 
should 
refrain from sexual 
intercourse 
unless the partner uses a condom. 
Secondally if a douche is used one 
of 
the 
best 
is 
one 
or 
two 
tablespoonsful of white vinegar in a 
quart of water. This will 
help 
promote an acidic environment and 
slow 
down 
on 
most 
of 
the 
organisms that are responsible for 
vaginal 
infections. 
Also 
loose- 
fitting 
cotton 
undergarments 
should be worn instead of tight 
fitting garments made of synthetic 
fabrics. 
In some cases it is just as im ­ 
portant for the husband to complete 
a round of treatment as it is for the 
woman.

Ceiling Is Necessary 


Hospital Costs Out Of Hand 


Hospital costs have been rising out of 
control, much faster than other elements of 
the cost of living. Special factors have 
spurred price increases in hospital care. 
Special treatment is necessary to bring 
them under control. 
That is why we are inclined to support 
President Carter’s call for a temporary 
ceiling to be imposed by the federal 
government on all hospital rate increases. 
It would not be a price freeze, which would 
necessarily involve a wage freeze and would 
be unfair to nurses and other hospital 
workers. But it would be a limit on the rate 
of increase in hospital costs to keep them 
more in line with the rate of increase in the 
general cost of living. No definite figure has 
been set but a 9 percent permissible in­ 
crease per year has been mentioned and 
seems reasonable. 
The temporary lid would give time for the 
government to work out some permanent 
program of hospital cost containment that 
would be more precise and less sweeping 
than price control. 
We would like to avoid government in­ 
terference with the free market mechanism 


piano profile 
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in all cases where competing providers sell 
services to the public. But sometimes it is 
nevertheless necessary to install a governor 
to keep the machine from overspeeding. 
Hospital costs have gone up 1,000 percent 
since 1950, compared with a 136 percent 
increase in the cost of living. They went up 
15 percent increase in the consumer price 
index 
One factor is the fact that 90 percent of 
hospital services are paid for by someone 
other than the patient—either by the 
government or an insurance plan. This 
encourages wasteful use. 
Another factor is the cost-plus reim­ 
bursement system that has encouraged 
hospitals to buy equipment and expand 
space, resulting in an excess of 100,000 
hospital beds that cost $2 billion a year to 
maintain. 
There are other factors, some legitimate, 
but massive inefficiency remains in the 
system, causing tax costs and insurance 
costs to rise so fast that they threaten to 
become back-breaking Now is the time to 
call a halt.

The 
bill, sponsors emphasized, 
is necessary to prevent a 
$600 million payroll tax in­ 
crease for Texas employers 
and to retain for the Texas 
Employment Commission 
$60 million in federal ad­ 
ministrative aid. 
O ther major bills ad­ 
vanced by the Senate in­ 
cluded a new voter regist­ 
ration system and author­ 
ity for so-called evidentiary 
search warrants.

In giving priority attention in his energy plan to con­ 
servation of existing oil and gas supplies and conversion to 
coal, President Carter turned his back on the need to con­ 
tinue the search for new petroleum reserves. 
Although a reduction in demand and a switch to non- 
petroleum fuels deserve maximum encouragement, the 
process of opening a new energy era will take time and huge 
amounts of capital. This nation would be foolish not to press 
also for the discovery of additional oil and natural gas. 
The “easy oil” has been found and put into production. But 
industry experts are confident that additional reserves will 
be found in off-shore fields and they also believe new 
techniques will squeeze more oil and gas from existing 
fields. 
It takes money to make the drills go round, and President 
Carter’s energy proposals offer few incentives for increased 
exploration.... 
Instead of phasing out price control on oil ... President 
Carter pledged to keep “old oil” under indefinite price curbs. 
He did recommend that the price of newly discovered oil be 
allowed to rise to the world price over the next three years, 
but that program will not provide the funds necessary for all- 
out exploration. 
Although there are tax techniques available to control 
windfall profits, President Carter went out of his way to deny 
incentives to the oil industry... 
Instead of inviting the oil and gas industry into partnership 
in the search for energy answers, President Carter fed the 
fires of suspicion about hidden reserves, collusion and 
profiteering. He wants more information about every phase 
of the oil and gas industry and plans to establish a govern­ 
ment audit and verification system. 
...Carter took a similar attitude on natural gas. Although 
he pledged during his campaign to work for decontrol of 
natural gas prices, he did just the opposite. He wants to 
continue controls on interstate gas and impose controls on 
intrastate gas. 


His plan ignores the fact that the lack of controls on in­ 
trastate gas has encouraged the discovery of new gas 
reserves which have sold for as much as $2 per thousand 
cubic feet. The President now asks that intrastate prices be 
rolled back to $1.75. 
We agree with the President’s concern that the illogic of 
the present natural gas pricing system penalizes people in 
both the producing and the consuming states. The answer, 
we believe, lies in decontrolling all natural gas prices on a 
phaseout basis, not in extending controls and clamping 
unrealistic ceilings on new supplies...

Predictions are rife in Washington D.C. that President 
Carter’s energy package faces a long, stiff fight in Congress. 
That’s not necessarily bad because its complexities and 
ramifications require extensive scrutiny and debate. 
But one element in the proposal should not become hung up 
in the months-long debate. That is the item to establish a 
system of tax credits to provide an incentive for 
householders to insulate their homes. Mr. Carter proposed a 
tax credit of 25 per cent of the first $800 and 15 per cent of the 
next $1,400 spent on approved conservation measures on 
residences. 
There should be a nearly universal consensus that an in­ 
sulation program provides a widespread method of conserv­ 
ing energy. It will enhance the value of property and 
therefore is hardly a sacrifice compared to some other parts 
of the energy package. It can provide jobs and stimulate a 
lagging sector of the economy. Estimates are that if all 
homes had six inches of insulation, 600,000 barrels of oil 
equivalent per day could be saved, with another 580,000 daily 
if every home were caulked and weather stripped properly. 


The Bennington (Vt.) Banner 
Wisely, the Carter administration has not tried to elevate 
coal as the ultimate answer to this country’s energy 
problems. It will, under the proposals the president disclosed 


this week, play a larger role than it has, but always within 
the bounds of its many disadvantages — the difficulties in 
mining it, the dirtiness in burning it... 
No acceleration of coal production in this country is 
tolerable if it means an acceleration of the coal-mining death 
and disability rates that are already two to four times higher 
than Britain’s. Carter intends to ask all Americans to make 
sacrifices to improve the energy situation, but no one should 
be asked to make the sacrifices that miners and their 
families have had to make because of inadequate enforce­ 
ment of the mine safety laws.

Since taking residence in the White House not long ago, 
both the President and Mrs. Carter have resorted quite 
freely to use of the telephone, and on occasion, even radio, to 
influence state legislatures and local voters on issues which 
they felt were worthy of support. 
Most notable, of course, are the Carters’ efforts on behalf 
of the Equal Rights Amendment. But there have been other 
examples, including a school bond issue in the Carter home 
country of Sumter County, Ga., which they strongly en­ 
dorsed in tapes sent to Georgia radio stations.

The President stubbornly defends Young, even to the 
ridiculous point of agreeing with Young’s statement that 
Cuban troops “stabilized” the situation in Angola. 
Technically, that statement may contain some truth. But as 
regards the United States’ position on Angola, it was hardly 
heartening news, as the State Department has pointed out. 
Young has called the government of South Africa il­ 
legitimate. As the State Department wearily noted, there 
may be some things amiss in South Africa — at least from 
the American point of view — but we cannot call that 
nation’s government illegitimate. 
When Young said that Great Britain was “a little chicken” 
on racial questions, he overstepped the bounds of diplomatic 
decency and historic good relations with a close ally. Young 
himself had to apologize for that remark.

Dear Dr. Greenstone, In the type of work that I do, I often 
have the need to refer couples for marriage and-or family 
counseling. What is the best way to handle such referrals so 
that they are most effective? 
De ir Reader, As a professional, helping those who need it 
to ge*. proper assistance is a very important consideration. 
Too often, due to lack of knowledge and information, 
referrals for counseling help are not effectively made. When 
this happens, individuals who require such aid go untreated, 
and ’lie difficulties that they have may become more 
serious. 
According to tile American Assn. of M arriage and Family 
Counselors, utilization of the following guidelines will 
fad I tate greatly referrals for m arriage, family, pre- 
m arriage, divorce and individual counseling 
to any 
professional working in these areas: 


I Know the professional to whom you refer the individual 
or couple 
2. Refer to specific counselors: a m arriage and family 
counselor, a psychiatrist, or a clinical psychologist. 
3. Know the counselor s areas of interest or specialty, 
hours, and fees. 
4. When in doubt about the problem and what to do, ask for 
a few minutes of the counselors time. 
5 When possible, refer both husband and wife together. 
This saves unnecessary conflict between them. 
6. Refer early at first signs of trouble. Delay makes the 
problem worse as a general rule. 
7. Sometimes it helps to let them use your phone to make 
the first appointment with the counselor. 
8 Obtain an information release from the person at the 
time you make the referral. This will save time and trouble. 
Do not exercise the release until requested by the person. 
9. Find out how the referral works out. If reaction is 
negative, suggest another professional. 
10. Many do not know what will happen in the counseling 
situation. Tell them what you can about counseling. 
11. Tell them that immediate results will be unlikely; it 
does take time. 


The above guidelines are suggested in answer to your 
question. Additional information can be obtained from the 
professional to whom you wish to refer, local professional 
associations, the American Assn. of M arriage and Family 
Counselors, and Hie Dallas Association of M arriage and 
Family Counselors.

Coal production will have 
to double—from 648 million 
tons produced in 1975 to 1.2 
billion tons by 1985—if the 
future energy needs of 
American consumers are to 
be met, according to an 
article 
in 
“ Petroleum 
Today.” 
To achieve the projected 
1985 level of production, the 
magazine said, 
an 
in­ 
vestment of $18 to $22 billion 
will be required. By con­ 
trast, the entire coal in­ 
dustry is capitalized at 
between $5 and $6 billion. 
However, a recent trend 
has many non-coal com- 
p a n i e s , 
i n c l u d i n g 
steelmakers, 
railroads, 
utilities, 
and 
some oil 


companies investing large 
sums of money in an effort to 
develop the nation’s vast 
coal reserves. 
And these reserves are 
huge indeed. 
“We estimate that at least 
150 billion tons of coal can be 
mined at today’s costs,” 
says Ralph E. 
Bailey, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Con­ 
solidation Coal Co., in the 
article. “The energy con­ 
tained in U.S. coal reserves 
is about three times that of 
Middle East oil. In fact, it is 
much more than the energy 
of all the oil in the world.” 
In its natural form or 
converted to synthetic oil 
and gas, coal has the 
potential 
to 
serve 
the 


nation’s energy needs for 
more than 300 years at the 
current rate of consumption. 
As the article points out, 
much of the nation’s coal 
reserves are owned by the 
Federal and state govern­ 
ments 
In 
the 
Rocky 
Mountains and northern 
Great Plains regions for 
example, substantially more 
than half of the coal lands 
are owned by governments. 
Citing 
environmental 
problems as defined by clean 
air and water legislation, the 
government has held up coal 
production on Federal lands 
for six years. Until these and 
other public lands are 
leased, the coal beneath 
them cannot be mined.

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Population Forecast 


10,000 Projected For 1980 In Allen 
Viewed 


Updated 
population 
projections for Allen have 
been reported in a study 
completed for the city by 
Sam Weiss and Associates. 
The study was done with 
the aid of federal grants at 
the request of the Planning 
and Zoning Commission. 
According to the study, 
Allen’s population is now 
slightly over 5,000—and the 
growth chart is dramatically 
on the upswing. 
By January, the figure 
should top the 5,500 mark 


and rise to near 10,000 by 
1980. By 1985, the study 
shows Allen will double 
again in population and hit 
20,000. By 1990, the figure 
should be near the 50,000 
population total. 
The study 
shows 
the 
growth curve dropping off 
about the year 2000 when 
Allen begins nearing its 
saturation point of people. 
Population at that point 
should approximate 100,000. 
The study shows Allen’s 
growth pattern for the next 
Lone Star State 
Draws Tourists 


Even 
during 
Texas’ 
harshest winter in decades, 
visitors from other climes 
continued to seek out the 
Lone Star State as a haven 
from even more severe 
weather they left back home. 
The 
state’s 
quarterly 
profile of auto visitors who 
came to 
Texas 
during 
December, January and 
February has just been 
released 
by 
the 
State 
Department of Highways 
and Public Transportation. 


The 
most 
significant 
differences in that visitor 
profile are related to ex­ 
penditures...how 
visitor 
dollars were spent and in 
what average amount. Data 
from nearly 10,000 winter- 
quarter travel parties show 
that 
their average ex­ 
penditures were higher than 
in any quarter 
of the 
previous year. 


Last winter the average 
auto travel party from out of 
state spent $52.31 per day 
while in Texas, which is six 
percent more than average 
spending during the same 
period a year ago. The 
greatest share of that in­ 
crease can be attributed to 
more 
money 
spent 
for 
lodging. 
W hether 
im plem ent 
weather 
prompted 
less 


camping and more use of 
commercial 
accommoda­ 
tions, or whether lodging 
costs were higher, 
the 
average party spent nearly 
21 percent more for lodging 
than did winter visitors a 
year ago. Length of stay 
increased slightly from 8.79 
to 8.99 days. 
Many other aspects of the 
statistical 
profile 
show 
remarkable consistency. 
Last winter the average auto 
visitor party drove 1,378 
miles in Texas; the winter 
before, 1,392 miles. The size 
of those parties was 2.34 
persons during the winter of 
1976-77, 2.44 persons for the 
winter of 1975-76. 
To the large segment of 
the Texas economy serving 
travelers, the periodic state 
reports are watched as 
closely as investors watch 
the Dow Jones averages. 
With travel and tourism now 
grossing more than $3.5 
billion annually from out-of­ 
staters, and Texas ranked 
third in the national tourism 
market, such reports are 
produced as a public service 
by the State Department of 
Highways 
and 
Public 
Transportation.

Division, Austin 78701. 


20 years is similar to the 
growth pattern of Plano, 
Richardson. 
Mesquite, 
Irving, Farm ers Branch, 
Lewisville and Carrollton for 
the past 20 years. 
In 1955, for example, 
Plano’s 
population 
was 
roughly 2,500. This grew to 
near 5,000 in 1961, to 10,000 in 
1967, to 20,000 in 1971 and 
over 50,000 in 1977. 
Even though population is 
skyrocketing, the figures are 
still 
somewhat 
below 
projections set forth in 
Allen's Master Plan. The 
Plan—completed in 1970- 
had forecast that Allen 
would have a population of 
5,500 persons by 1975. 
O t h e r 
p o p u l a t i o n 
projections were for the city 
to reach 13,000 by 1980,22,000 
by 1985, 33,000 by 1990 and 
45.000 by 1995. 
The Master Plan projects 
Allen to eventually have a 
population of 94,300, which is 
based on an average of IO 
persons per gross acre, 
omitting flood plains. But 
this figure shouldn't be 
reached until well past the 
year 2,000. 


At its current pace, the 
population has been roughly 
doubling every five years. 
The city had less than 600 
persons during most of its 
history. By 1960, population 
was 659. Then the growth 
began and tripled in the next 
IO years to 1,904 in 1970. 
The next five years saw 
the population double to 
approximately 3,800 in 1975. 
Allen’s 1976 growth makes 
the city the third largest in 
Collin County. 
Though Plano’s population 
has soared to near 55,000, the 
county’s rapid growth has 
been centered in the Allen- 
Plano area. Cities such as 
Wylie and Frisco also have 


grown by several hundred in 
the 1970’s but the rest of 
Collin County has remained 
basically stable. 
McKinney, for example, 
has added less than IOO to its 
overall population the past 
IO years and still has just 
over 15,000 residents. 
And 
Allen 
is 
rapidly 
catching its neighbor to the 
north in total population. If 
current trends continue, 
Allen should become the 
second largest city in the 
county by the mid-1980 s. 
One of the keys to the 
growth of Allen in the next IO 
years will be the opening of 
the area located on the west 
side of US 75.

Wildcats Win In 8th, 4-3 


Plano Winning Streak Continues 


A two-base error by Richardson High led 
to an extra inning 4-3 win Friday by Plano 
Senior High’s Wildcats in District 13-AAAA 
action 
With the score tied 3-3 after the regulation 
seven innings, Plano catcher Ed Bailey hit a 
Centerfield single in the eighth inning. The 
Richardson Eagle centerfielder misplayed 
the baseball and it rolled past him. 
Bailey took advantage of the error and 
rounded second base and held at third base. 
Bailey scored when ensueing batter Greg 
Hinnrichs, shortstop, hit a deep sacrifice fly 
to Centerfield. 
For Plano, the victory represented their 
10th win of their last 12 games and boosted 
their district record to 8-6. 
However, it was an uphill battle all the 
way for the Wildcats. 
Richardson High maintained a 
lead 
throughout the game until Plano tied it up at 
3-3 in the sixth inning. 
The Eagles took a 1-0 lead in the first 
inning by converting two singles and a walk 
into a run. In the top of the second inning, 
Plano YMCA 


Plano put the score at 1-1 when first 
baseman Rick Call was hit by a pitch to take 
first base, advanced to third base on a single 
to leftfield by third baseman Tony LaPlante 
and scored on a stolen base which caught 
Richardson completely off guard. 
But the Eagles wasted no time in getting 
their lead back by scoring two runs in the 
bottom of the second inning off three singles 
and a walk.

costume, jumping up and down and doing her best to look 
delightful. 
And she is succeeding. 
The Dallas Cowboys cheerleading squad — a collection of 
32 well proportioned women whose chief job is to look as 
enticing as possible — has suddenly become one of the top 
attractions in town. 
Because of their popularity with television cameramen, 
the girls have received fan mail from as far away as Iran 
And next Saturday between 500 and 600 women will try out 
for the 1977 squad, the final selection being made by a Dallas 
choreographer who works out the routine for the group. 


Although the idea cannot set too well with women’s libbers 
ad has offended more than one set of parents, the chorus line 
format has become as well established with the Dallas 
Cowboys as Roger Staubach has become at quarterback.

No one is going to get rich being a Dallas Cowboys cheer­ 
leader. There are two rehearsals a week and pay is only $15 
for each home game. 
But the hope among the beauties is that a spot on the 
cheerleading roste will lead to fame, fortune, stardom and 
all of the goodies that go with them 
One of last year’s squad is negotiating a television contract 
and 18 of the girls were asked to audition for a television 
series. This year the entire group is scheduled for a national 
magazine cover. 
For giving the girls this chance at the big time, the 


Cowboys expect them to be at their lovely and presentable 
best when the television cameras appear. 
If any of the girls gain any weight after being accepted to 
the team, they are summarily removed. Their public apper- 
ances are closely screened by the Cowboys organization. 
During a game they can’t chew gum, take a sip from a cold 
drink cup. light a cigarette or take a bite of food. 


“Remember,” says Rule No. 2 on the cheerleaders in­ 
doctrination guide, “you are seen by someone at ail times.” 
With fans demanding more and more for the ever in­ 
creasing price of a ticket, the idea of hip swinging girls on 
the sidelines appears to have caught on. And, at least at 
Texas Stadium, the center of attraction may be slowly 
easing over to the sidelines.

“Since Steve works nights, I don’t 
have much time to see him in the 
evening after the long drive home,” 
she said.

Dear Betty: Here is one lit­ 
tle hint I haven’t seen in 
print. When top-stitching two 
parallel rows, move the posi­ 
tion of the needle, not the po­ 
sition of the presser foot. In 
other words, continue follow­ 
ing the seam gauge that you 
used for the first row, and 
just move the needle position 
to stitch a row to the right or 
left of the first row. It seems 
to be more accurate. — Aud­ 
rey Hilderbrand, Omaha 
Indeed, it would be, Aud­ 
rey. For the widest dikance 
between rows, make the first 
row with the needle to the left 
(or right), and the second row 
with the needle to the right 
(or left). For a smaller dis­ 
tance between rows, position 
the needle in the middle, and 
then to either left or right. 
Everyone is going to envy 
your precise topstitching.

Family ‘Goes Metric’ 


“ You know th e re ’s a 
difference betw een being 
willing and being able. This 
is just what Sandra Shelton 
and her family found when 
they tried to live a metric 
day,” noted Jean Carlton, 
Collin 
County 
extension 
agent in home economics. 
Last month Mrs. Shelton 
took 
on 
the 
som ew hat 
awesome task of trying to 
live in a m etric world. Try as 
she did, the final conclusion 
is that we as a society are not 
prepared, or willing, to 
adopt the m etric system at 
this point in time. 
M rs. 
Shelton 
ex­ 
perim ented with m etric 
home sewing, finding that 
it’s awfully difficult to buy a 
m eter of fabric when the 
retailer is pricing and cut­ 
ting fabric on the yard basis. 
M easuring tapes, guages 
and patterns are available in 
dual m easuring system s 
though. 
“ You may take pride in 
being a perfect size IO, but 
the measurem ents of 83-64-88 
centimeters aren’t nearly as 
appealing as the traditional 
3212-25-34*2 inches,” noted 
the experimenter. 
The irony cam e in when 
Mrs. Shelton wanted to cut a 
IO cen tim eter square of 
fabric and had to use a 
yardstick to get a straight 
line. 
How will m etrics affect 
our eating habits? It truly 
m ay 
m ake 
com parison 
shopping easier in that both 
our monetary system and 
weight in gram s are based 
on units of ten. But can you 
imagine asking for a portion 
of a liter of coffee rather 
than a cup of coffee? 
A thought that may not 
appeal to weight watchers is 
that we will no longer count 
calories but joules. The 
world itself almost sounds 
fattening! 
Mrs. Shelton found that 
cooking with metrics was not 
extremely difficult in that 
equipment is available with 
both measuring standards. 
Some guidelines do need to 
be established, however, as 
to whether we will cook by 
volume or weight, or both. 
Volume cooking would 
simply require use of liters, 
w hereas 
weight 
would 
require scales. Mrs. Shelton 
even 
made 
some 
niv. 
c 
brownies using two 28-gram 


chocolate squares, a 33 x 23 
centimeter pan and oven 
tem perature of 190 degrees 
Celsius. 
Husband Clint Shelton was 
asked if a 23-kilogram sack 
of feed would be easier to 
carry than a 50-pound sack. 
He said maybe just a “ liter.”

metric. Under the law, he 
will soon appoint 17 persons 
to the U.S. Metric Board. 
Members will be part-time, 
but the director and staff will 
be full-time. The board will 
begin 
m ore 
intensive 
cooperation with 
industry 
and government to achieve 
metrification.

Even 
though she is only 12 years 
old, she makes quite a bit of 
money through baby-sitting, 
but she spends every cent of 
it. 
I insist that she use her 
money for haircuts and part 
of her clothing purchases. If 
she didn’t do so, she’d waste 
it on candy or something like 
that. In fact, she does spend a 
lot of it on candy anyway — 
and her weight certainly 
shows it! 
She argues and slams doors 
when I try to correct her, and 
she won’t listen to my 
husband either. 
We obviously need help, 
and would appreciate your 
suggestions.

It 
should start in infancy.

Alimony, Child Support Laws Unfair To Homemakers

The Visible Woman 


We were being served din­ 
ner in a restaurant last week 
when I overheard a conversa­ 
tion at the next table. 
A young girl, about IO years 
old, was enthusiastically tell­ 
ing her family about a story 
she’d just read. A true story 
about “this lady who went off 
to war to look for her hus­ 
band, and she was such a 
good soldier that she stayed. 
Nobody knew she was a lady, 
see, and when she got shot in 
the stomach, she took out the 
shrapnel herself, so the doc­ 
tors wouldn’t find out. She got 
better, and went back to 
figflt, but she never found her 
hudMtfid.” 
The little girl’s parents pre­ 
tended not to hear, since they 
were still eating their des­ 
sert, but the brothers seemed 
to enjoy the tale. I’d read that 
story too, in the “Book of 
Women’s Achievements” by 
Joan and Kenneth Macksay. 
The woman-soldier’s name 
was Hannah Snell. 
Without knowing it, the girl 
answered a question that had 
been in my mind for some 
days. There’s a boom in 
women's literature these 
days, but I wondered if any­ 
one was really reading all 
those new books. 
West Coast Review of 
Books recently devoted the 
better part of its spring issue 
to the subject of feminist lit­ 
erature. Many book publish­ 
ing companies have com­ 
mitted large budgets to wom­ 
en’s lists, while others have 
opened special divisions for

feminist 
literature 
(Ms. 
Books, Knopf, for example). 
Book publishing companies, 
such as Sisters Press, have 
sprung up around the nation, 
so that women may have 
more control over topics. 
“Our Bodies Our Selves” 
(Simon & Schuster) was orig­ 
inally published in this way 
by a women’s health coopera­ 
tive in Boston, but it became 
so popular that a major pub­ 
lishing house bought the 
rights. 
Perhaps this is a natural 
phenomena. There had been 
such a chasm in literature by, 
for, and about women, that 
when the flood gates opened, 
a great wash of words tum­ 
bled in to fill the void. 
Some of the new books 
speak to women simply about 
their roles as women. “No­ 
body Speaks For Me” (Simon 
and Schuster) by Nancy 
Seifer is one of these. The au­ 
thor has interviewed IO work­ 
ing women, each with an ob­ 
stacle to overcome, and suc­ 
ceeds in showing how these 
women creatively involve 
themselves in positive living. 
The book helps dispel the 
image of woman as a passive 
victim, and it is good reading 
as well. Betty Friedan’s “It 
Changed My Life” (Random 
House) is another bode about 
women as women. 
There are dozens of other 
books about women in their 
life roles. Psychologist Shere 
Hite reports on women’s 
sexuality. Jo Fleming writes 
about being the wife of an un­ 


faithful husband in “His Af­ 
fair” (M. Evans & Co.). 
On a recent trip to visit my 
mother, who is staunchly 
anti-feminist, I discovered 
that the new feminist litera­ 
ture was making inroads. 
“I’ve just finished the most 
fascinating book. You’ll have 
to read it,” she said. The book 
was by Margaret Truman, 
whom she still considers 
America’s reigning princess, 
and it was “Women of Cour­ 
age” (Morrow). She’d en­ 
joyed that book so much that 
my mother was off to buy an­ 
other she’d heard about, 
“The Young Woman Citizen” 
(Designs HI) by Mary Aus­ 
tin, which is a reprint of a 
book first published in 1918. 
What a surprise to find that 
my mother is being bent, ever 
so slightly, toward feminism. 
Speeches by Gloria Steinem 
had failed. Watching protest 
marches on television had 
failed. The old adage must 
still be true — the pen is 
mightier than the burning 
bra. 


(E ditor’s

In few areas of women’s 
concerns is there more 
mythology than in divorce. A 
Septem ber 
1975 
survey 
conducted for the Com­ 
mission by Market Opinion 
Research revealed that only 
14 percent of the divorced 
women in America were 
awarded alimony and of this 
14 percent only 46 percent 
were collecting regularly. 
Only 44 percent of the 
divorced 
m others 
were 
awarded child support, and 
of these only 47 percent 
collected regularly. 
Put another way, this 
means that of every IOO 
divorced mothers, only 44 
were awarded child support 
and fewer than 21 were 
collecting it regularly. 
Sixty-two percent of the 
divorced mothers reported 
they had less income than 
their 
form er 
husbands. 
Other studies of child sup­ 
port indicate that fathers by 
and large are contributing 
less than half the support for 
children in divided families. 
In a 1974 hearing, Judge 
Tim Murphy of the District 
of Columbia bluntly told a 
divorced mother with five 
children that she must ac­ 
cept a “radical change” in 
her lifestyle because of the 
divorce. 
Although her husband 
made over $30,000 a year 
(more than $2,500 a month), 
Mrs. Klara Bolden had been 
awarded only $750 a month 
in alimony and child support 
(less than one-third of the 
income to support 
six- 
sevenths of the family). Mrs. 
Bolden had been married 29 
years and had spent her life 
rearing IO children. She had 
no marketable skills. 
The judge had threatened 
to jail her for contempt of 
court because she had not 
moved out of the family 
home, 
which 
she 
had 
“voluntarily” agreed to sell 
at the time of the divorce. 
Proceeds from the sale were

to be split with the husband. 
However, Mrs. Bolden had 
been unable to find a lan­ 
dlord who would rent to her 
because they did not con­ 
sider her alimony and child 
support reliable income—a 
conclusion warranted by the 
facts. 
Mrs. Bolden’s attorney 
asked her former husband to 
cosign the lease: he refused. 
Judge Murphy would not 
require him to sign it and 
threatened to jail Mrs. 
Bolden if she did not im­ 
mediately try to sell the 
house. 
In view of the fact that 
prior 
precedent-setting 
cases in the District of 
Columbia 
had 
awarded 
property to the spouse who 
contributed cash to it, Mrs. 
Bolden did better than most 
homemaking wives. 
It was, however, a little 
unfair of the judge to say 
that she voluntarily signed 
the agreem ent, implying 
that she “willingly” would 
give up the family home. 
Mrs. Bolden’s case is not 
unusual. In most states the 
laws relating to division of 
property at divorce, alimony 
and child support simply do 
not take into account the 
contribution 
of 
the 
homemaker or the needs of 
the children. 
Law and practice relating 
to economic arrangements 
at divorce are important to 


all women because they are 
the concrete evidence of the 
support 
rights 
of 
a 
homemaker. 
The 
obligation 
of 
a 
husband to support his wife 
in an ongoing marriage has 
been inferred from the 
results 
in 
divorce 
proceedings, as pointed out 
in a leading text on family 
law. 
For reasons stated in more 
detail in the full recom­ 
mendations 
of 
the 
Homemaker Committee in 
this report, the growth of no­ 
fault divorce since 1933 has 
eroded or eliminated the 
leverage that dependent 
spouses had in divorce. 


That is, under form er 
“fault” laws, a dependent 
wife was often able to strike 
a bargain for better support 
settlements from a husband 
who was anxious to obtain 
the divorce. 
Only a few states adopting 
no-fault divorce have ac­ 
companied such action with 
other 
legal 
changes 
providing for more equitable 
division 
of 
property, 
maintenance, child custody 
and 
support 
and 
en­ 
forcement of support orders. 
The Uniform M arriage 
and Divorce Act proposed in 
1970 by the American Bar 
Assn. is an improvement 
over the law in most states 


for reasons stated in the full 
recommendations. 
It 
gives 
greater 
recognition to the economic 
contribution 
of 
the 
homemaker and greater 
protection to children than 
do present laws in most 
states. 
Furthermore, the spon­ 
sorship of the National 
Conference 
of 
Com­ 
missioners on Uniform State 
Laws and the American Bar 
Assn. facilitates efforts of 
wom en’s organizations 
seeking reform in state 
legislators. 
(Next week, the effect of 
the mass media on the 
women’s movement).

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Traditions Vanish 
Women’s Viewpoints Change 


American 
women 
are 
moving 
away 
from 
a 
tradition-bound 
existence 
toward a more flexible 
lifestyle better suited to their 
own needs, according to a 
survey report released this 
week 
by 
the 
National 
Commission on the Obser­ 
vance 
of 
International 
Women’s Year (IWY). 
Titled “American Women 
Today and Tomorrow,’’ the 
booklet is now available 
from 
the 
Government 
Printing 
Office 
in 
Washington D.C. It sum­ 
marizes the results of 1522 
interviews 
with 
a 
representative sampling of 
adult American women. 
The study was prepared by 
B arbara E veritt Bryant, 
vice president for social 
research and study director 
for 
M arket 
Opinion 
Research of Detroit. It is 
based on analyses by the 
Market Opinion staff, under 
contract with the IWY 
Commission. 
Survey results show that 
women are still in need of 
overcoming handicaps in the 
work force, where they have 
failed to make major ad­ 
vances into administration, 
m anagem ent 
or 
skilled 
trades. 


They are still concentrated 
in clerical and service oc­ 
cupations. Their salaries are 
also low-paying because of 
their in-and-out-and-back-in 
pattern in the labor force. 
In general, the report 
found women will play a 
larger role in employment 
ranks and will share a more 
equal role in dividing up 
family responsibilities. The 
trend is also toward a 
lifestyle providing more 
options for women who 
never marry. 
The study said women no 
longer feel they must decide 
between either being a 
homemaker or choosing a 
career outside the home. 
Instead, they prefer to 
combine both. Almost one- 
half would rather stay home 
with young children and 
resume their careers later. 
The pattern of working 
and taking care of a home 
during adult years is greatly 
affected by age, education 
and m arital status, the 
survey noted. 
Women are more apt to 
have worked continuously if 
they are young, have more 
than a high school education, 
and are single or divorced. 
The reverse is true if they 
are elderly, poorly educated, 


married or widowed. 
The importance of job 
opportunities for women is 
underscored by the fact that 
nine out of ten have worked, 
at least part-time, at some 
point in their lives, the 
survey said. 
The poll revealed three 
striking findings relating to 
job classifications: 
—There are no great 
differences in occupations of 
white and minority women. 
The only exceptions are that 
whites hold more clerical 
jobs and slightly 
more 
blacks are unemployed. 
—Job

The survey also reported

However, 
nearly one in five employed 
women 
cannot 
answer 
questions about equal pay 
because, as they say, “ No 
men work in my type job.” 
There were marked dif­ 
ferences in opinion between 
younger and older women 
concerning the relationship 
between careers, husbands 
and earnings. 
For instance, a majority of 
women over 45 agreed with 
the statement, “ It is better 
for everyone involved if the 
man is the achiever outside 
the home and the woman 
takes care of the family." A 
majority of women under 45 
disagreed. 
In another example, a 
majority of those under 45 
disagreed with “ If a wife 
earns more money than her 
husband, the marriage is 
headed for trouble.” Most 
older women agreed with the 
statement. 
Finally, most of those over 
45 agreed, “It is more im­ 
portant for a wife to help her 
husband than to have a

The survey found two- 
thirds think women can live 
a full life without marriage, 
and

Of those women who are 
married, three-fourths say 
they are absolutely certain 
their present marriage will 
last However, only one-half 
of married black women 
share that view. 
The number of women who 
go through a divorce is fairly 
small—about one in seven— 
the survey said; but it added 
that only 14 percent of those 
divorced or separated in­ 
dicated awards of alimony 
or maintenance payments 
from ex-mates. 
Only 44 percent of mothers 
divorced or separated report 
actually receiving the child 
support they were awarded. 
Nonetheless, the survey 
noted, women are generally 
taking a markedly different 
view of child support and 
alimony payments. 
Forty-eight percent feel 
child support should be the 
concern of both parents, and 
30 percent say it should be 
based on individual cir­ 
cumstances. One-fifth of all 
women feel support should 
be borne by the father, 
regardless of whether the 
mother is working. 
Women also feel alimony 
should be awarded only if 
one marriage partner needs 
it. Two-thirds say a woman 
should be denied alimony if 
she can support 
herself. 
Forty-two percent think a 
woman should pay alimony 
to a man if he cannot support 
himself. 
The survey also reported 
an overwhelming agreement 
among women of all ages 
that the government should 
assist those in need of child 
care on an ability-to-pay 
basis.

(UPI) — Nikodem, Russian 
Orthodox A rchbishop of 
Leningrad and Novgorod, 
walks a tightrope between 
church and state. 
In a country which not only 
frowns on religion, 
but 
whose government publicly 
attacks any form of belief in 
a higher being, Nikodem and 
his priests are at a disad­ 
vantage to fight back. 
Their public statem ents 
regarding the church-state 
relationship are 
carefully 
thought out and guarded. 
Russian 
Orthodox 
church 
life, itself, is administered in 
a restrained manner lest it 
offend 
the 
Com m unist 


government of the Soviet 
Union. 
Asked how the church 
fights atheistic propaganda, 
the bearded 
47-year-old 
Nikodem said: 
“ We 
fight 
back 
with 
church life and the church 
service. That does not only 
include preaching, but also 
involves the whole spectrum 
of C hristianity and our 
witness as Christians.”

said, 
“ we have a 
great 
number of members — in the 
millions and millions.” 
Some western statistical 
estim ates have put the 
figure at 20 per cent of the 
population of 250 million, 
which would be about 50 
million. A Georgian newspa­ 
per recently estim ated that 
there were up to 15 per cent 
“ believers” in the Soviet 
Union. 
Why no statistics? 
"B ecause we have no 


direct connection with the 
people who attend church. 
People attend the church 
they want. Now we have 
started registering baptis­ 
m a l, but it is a new practice 
and it is too early to get a 
num ber.” 
Nikodem also said it was 
difficult to say w hether 
religion in the Soviet Union 
was on the 
increase or 
decrease. 
The number of believers, 
he said, “ is more or less 
constant. We know that a 
certain number of people die 
and new ones are taking 
their place. I have been a 
clergyman for 30 years and 
during my time I see this 
p icture 
of 
a 
constant 
membership. 
“ There are 
generations 
which grew up under new 
conditions 
(after 
the 
Bolshevik Revolution) in this 
country and who are still 
religious.” 
Regarding freedom of reli­ 
gion in the Soviet Union, the 
archbishop said: 
“ In our country we have 
religious freedom which 
takes care of religious needs 
of the believers. According 
to law, a community of 
believers must have access 


to a place for 
religious 
services.” 
W hat 
about 
w estern 
charges that there is no 
freedom of religion in the 
Soviet Union? 
“ Propaganda from both 
sides is painting the picture 
black.” 
Why is the Soviet Union 
carrying out a campaign 
against those who bring reli­ 
gious literature into this 
country? 
“ R egarding 
religious 
literature, we publish Bibles 
ourselves. 
In 
our 
own 
p a tria rc h y 
we 
have 
a 
printing house which pro­ 
duces Bibles. Why no Bibles 
are allowed to be brought in 
from the outside, that is not a 
question for me to answ er.” 
Nikodem, who has been 
archbishop of Leningrad and 
Novgorod for the past 14 
years in an area covering 75 
parishes, said there were no 
current problems regarding 
the church relationship with 
the Soviet state. 
“ Our relations are now 
normal. During (Nikita S.) 
Khrushchev’s tim e we had 
some breaks in the law, but 
for more than IO years now, 
the relationship between the 
church and the state has 


normalized.” 
Asked where the church 
receives its funds, Nikodem 
said, "if you attend our 
church, opposite every icon 
there are candles. People 
buy these candles at the 
church and light them .” 
He also said the church 
has 
its 
own 
factories 
producing candles. 
“ Also, 
we derive incom e from 
selling certain objects for 
the home, like for instance 
crosses and Bibles. During a 
church service there is also a 
collection. All in all it makes 
money. 
“ Not a single kopek is 
received from the state and 
nothing is received from 
abroad. We do not need it. 
We collect ra th e r larg e 
sum s.” 
Who owns the churches? 
“Churches are owned by 
the state and the state gives 
a community of believers a 
church free of charge and for 
termless use.” 
He said the church can 
own buildings, but not to 
m ake profit from them . 
“They are only to be used by 
the church for church af­ 
fairs. For instance, the 
candle m anufacturing plant 
is the property 
of the 
church.” 
But, 
pointing 
to 
the 
com plex 
which 
houses 
L eningrad’s 
Theological 
Seminary, 
Nikodem 
said, 


“ This 
building 
is 
the 
property of the state.” Some 
240 students are currently 
studying there to be Russian 
Orthodox priests. 
He said the church has to 
pay 
levies 
on 
re la te d 
buildings and ta x e s 
on 
church 
building 
con­ 
struction. 
“We also pay taxes on our 
m anufacturing shops, but we 
are not taxed on the sum of 
church collections. 
Every 
serving L eningrad p riest 
receives a salary of 700 
rubles ($933) per month and 
up.” 
W hat about the tra n s ­ 
formation of churches into 
cultural 
cen ters, 
m ovie 
houses, ice skating rinks, 
etc? 
“Those buildings are state 
property and that is why 
they can do it. 
Just 
to 
mention a 
few, churches 
have also been sold in 
France and in Holland. Even 
in the United States chur­ 
ches can be disposed of.” 
But what about the church 
as a holy place? 
“ I think that for a real 
Christian it is quite clear. 
Whatever it’s use is, it is still 
a holy place. 
"If 
a 
com m unity 
of 
believers would need such a 
building for religious ser­ 
vices, then I think I would 
like to see the government 
give it to them .”

Tax incentives for home 
owners probably will be kept 
in any reformed tax law 
expected to be enacted by 
Congress this year or next. 
That prediction was made 
today by R epresentative 
Barber B. Conable Jr. (R- 
N.Y.), ranking Republican 
on the House Ways and 
Means Committee, in a talk 
to Realtors attending a 
legislative conference here. 
The congressman followed 
that 
prediction with one 
regarding the housing in­ 
dustry: There probably will 
be no emergency legislation, 
such as additional tax in­ 
centives, 
designed 
to 
stimulate construction and 
sale of homes. 
“ I can’t see Congress or 
the Carter Administration 
throwing out 
present 
in­ 
centives 
(income 
tax 
deductions for interest and 


taxes on homes) because 
there are too many people 
who have a vested interest in 
them, the nation’s home 
owners. 
“There is a social bias in 
favor of home ownership,” 
he continued, and Congress 
is not going to do anything to 
upset that bias.

Apartment Builders Assn. of 
Metropolitan Dallas (HAB), 
noted that the majority of 
new dwellings being built in 
the area already meet or 
exceed most of the per­ 
formance standards drafted 
and proposed by building 
code groups, 
professional 
societies and governmental 
agencies. 
“ In 
some 
areas 
our 
m em bers 
tra d itio n a lly 
exceed local energy code 
requirements,” 
Cresswell 
noted. 
“We have had to be guided 
in our industry by the ability 
and willingness of home 
buyers 
and 
apartm ent 


renters to pay the necessary 
costs for what they want or 
need,” he said. “Federally 
m andated building stan­ 
dards may increase housing 
costs in all residential 
market areas.” 
Cresswell anticipates no 
unusual 
problems 
in 
marketing 
energy-efficient 
homes and apartments in 
compliance with the ap­ 
proved program. 
Cresswell pointed out that 
while it is in everyone’s 
interest to “retrofit” and 
“weatherize” older homes, 
no one can yet determine 
final guidelines for earning a 
possible tax credit, 
as 
outlined in the President’s 
proposals. 
He 
stressed 
caution in expending home 
improvement money at this 
tim e 
expecting 
an 
“automatic” tax credit. 
“ Homeowners 
should 
know 
the 
exact 
requirements to earn tax 


credits and when they might 
b e c o m e 
e f f e c t i v e , ” 
Cresswell said. “ It isn’t 
known what kind of program 
may 
come 
from 
the 
Congress, or when, or what 
any specific regulations may 
eventually be. 
“But if President Carter’s 
proposals are passed, the 
industry has the background 
of research and know-how to 
adapt any new standards in 
new construction or home 
i m p r o v e m e n t 
o r 
rem odeling,” 
Cresswell 
said. 
The HAB’s Energy Con­ 
servation Committee has 
cooperated 
with 
area 
utilities to hold energy 
schools, 
according 
to 
Cresswell. 
These schools, 
many of them held in 
classroom situations, con­ 
centrate on new practical 
methods 
to 
incorporate 
energy 
conservation 
in 
residential construction or 


retro-fitting. 
In 1975, the HAB con­ 
structed an energy con­ 
servation home adapted to 
this area, which was open for 
inspection by delegates to 
the National Assn. of Home 
Builders Convention here. 


Cresswell also pointed out 
that the HAB is a charter 
member of the Construction 
Research Center at UT 
Arlington. In January of 
1976, 
delegates 
to 
the 
National Assn. of Home 
Builders 
Convention 
in 
Dallas toured a solar energy 
research home built by UTA. 


Members of the HAB have 
initiated solar energy homes 
in the area, including one in 
Plano. One builder, through 
a research grant from the 
Dept, of Housing & Urban 
Development, 
has 
con­ 
structed two such homes in 
north Dallas.

Back in the 1930s an in­ 
dustrial engineer bought a 
Nova Scotia schooner and 
had her sailed to Stamford, 
Conn. Soon after taking 
delivery he discovered that 
her painted decks were a 
hazard. 
Sneakers and crepe soled 
shoes were the accepted 
deck wear of the day. They 
were fine on dry decks, the 
engineer, Paul Sperry said, 
but when awash or in a 
storm they proved to be an 
assist 
in 
getting 
one's 
posterior in close proximity 
to a wet deck. 
Sperry, then in his 30s, was 
working for the Pond-Lily 
Company of New Haven, a 
textile plant founded by his 
father, and decided to put his 
professional skills to work to 
devise a shoe that would hold 
to a wet deck. 
“ I began to think about a 
nonskid sole and literally 
m ade 
hundreds 
of 
ex­ 
periments,” Sperry said at a 
recent meeting at the New 
York Yacht Club. 
“This went on into the 
winter and one morning 
when the snow was covered 
with an icy crust I let my 
cocker 
spaniel 
out 
to 
exercise. I noticed that he 
had no trouble running all 
over the backyard. The first 
thing I thought of was that 
his claws probably dug into 
the ice. 
“But I noticed as he ap­ 
proached me that this was 
not the case. I rolled him 
over on his back and looked 
at his paws,” Sperry said. 
Sperry said he had experi­ 
m ented with 
rope-soled 
shoes, which were pretty 
good on wet decks but like 
walking on an ice skating 
rink on a dry deck. 
“From these experiments 
I knew that the fur between 
the dog’s paws was not the 
reason for his ability to run 
on an icy surface.” 
Sperry examined the dog’s 
paws m ore closely and 
noticed that the pads con­ 
tained myriad cracks going 
in all directions. 
“I couldn’t wait to get to 
my shop to m ake some 
further experim ents,” he 
said. 
Sperrv took a quarter- 
inch thick gum rubber sole 
and cut it lengthwise with a 
razor blade almost all the 
way through, making slits 
about one sixteenth of an 
inch apart. 
“ I found that the rubber 
slit in this fashion was ex­ 
cellent when pushed at right 
angles to the cuts, but when 
pushed 
with 
the 
cuts 
horizontal with the line of 
force, it would slip as though 
no cuts were present.” 


Sperry began again, this 
time cutting the gum rubber 
in a herringbone design. He 
cemented the rubber to an 
ordinary pair of sneakers 
and gave the pair of deck 
shoes to a boy who looked 
after Sperry’s boat. 
That 
evening 
Sperry 
returned to his boat with his 
wife, Pauline. The excited 
youth immediately threw a 
bucket of water on the deck 
and yelled: “Watch!” 
“ He took a running start 
on the wet deck and I ex­ 
pected to see him break his 
neck or fall overboard, but 
instead he stopped dead in 
his tracks.” 
This was the first pair of 
Sperry Top-Siders. 
Sperry then wrote to all 500 
of his fellow members of the 
Cruising Club of America 
and asked them for com­ 
ments on his deck shoe. He 
was surprised to receive 497 
replies — all requests for a 
pair of the shoes. 
This started a booming 
mail order business which 
Sperry sold in 1940 to the 
U.S. Rubber Company, now 
Uniroyal, Inc. 
Recently Sperry, now 81, 
was honored at a luncheon 
for his discovery. Douglas 
Th o ms o n , 
c o n s u m e r 
products division president 
for Uniroyal, 
presented 
Sperry with an oil painting of 
the young engineer in his 
yachting uniform as he ap­ 
peared in 1935, the year he 
invented the shoe. 
Sperry, still active, now 
heads Sirocco Screenprints 
of North Haven, Conn., 
which dyes fabrics, and 
serves 
the 
Pond-Lily 
Company as a consultant 
and member of the board of 
directors. 
He resides in nearby New 
Haven, his birthplace, with 
his wife and has no plans for 
retiring. 


A survey of Rhode

Ancient Britons 
Were Intelligent

LONDON (UPI) 
- A 
scientist has offered Britons 
some new “roots” intended 
to show that this island 
thousands of years ago 
already had a ruling elite of 
intellectual priests. 
Other 
observers 
are 
wondering whether he has 
correctly interpreted the 
archaeological record. 
Dr. 
Euan 
MacKie, 
Assistant Keeper of the 
Hunterian 
Museum 
in 
Glasgow, 
explains 
his 
theories in a new book, 
“ Science and Society in 
Prehistoric Britain.” 
He argues that Britain in 
the pre-Christian era was not 
inhabited 
by 
prim itive 
farmers under the thumbs of 
a number of tribal chiefs but 
by a civilized society whose 
workers 
enabled 
their 
leaders to devote time to 
astronom y 
and 
m ath­ 
ematics. 
MacKie 
says 
the 
organization of this society, 
some 2,000 years before 
Christ, was on a national 
scale. The temples it raised 
were the stone circles and 
standing stones scattered 
through the country. The 
most famous of the surviving 
ruins is Stonehenge. 
MacKie is a follower of 
Prof. Alexander Thorn, a 
mathematician, who first 
suggested that the stone 
monuments of Britain were 
not only astronomical ob­ 
servatories 
but 
were 
designed by peeople with 
considerable 
sophisticated 
mathematical 
knowledge. 
Thom said they worked to 
a 
standard 
unit 
of 


m e a s u r e m e n t , 
a 
“megalithic yard” of 2.72 
feet. But the theory was 
rejected by many others 
working in archaeology. 
They were equally skeptical 
of Thom’s suggestion that 
the constructions showed a 
working 
knowledge 
of 
classical geometry. 
MacKie did not accept the 
rejections nor the demands 
for better proof — such as 
important grave objects — 
of the quality of life in 2800 
B.C. 
Most excavations so far 
have produced a type of 
pottery known as groove 
ware 
from 
the 
simple 
designs incised upon it and 
animal bones in quantities 
that indicate that meat was 
the staple diet. 
MacKie 
claim s 
the 
evidence of the past needs to 
be completely reinterpreted. 
His own conclusions are that 
ancient B ritain was an 
agricultural society with the 
intellectual priests operating 
all over the country but with 
a concentration of influence 
around 
Salisbury 
Plain 
where a large scale com­ 
munity effort under their 
s u p e r v i s i o n 
r a i s e d 
Stonehenge. 
He believes the Britons 
were on the way to settled 
living in towns but were 
probably thwarted by the 
warlike Beaker People, so- 
named because of their 
pottery. 
He says he became con­ 
verted to Thom’s theories 
when he used them to test 
whether a standing stone in 
Argyllshire could predict the 
winter solstice. It could.
